Even the meaning and simplicities of language are 
not respected. Fine and noble words that once had 
real significance are made to serve the most trivial 
purposes. They have been stripped of meaning by too 
frequent and superficial use. 

We have travelled a far journey from an older 
calmer age when there were fewer people to talk to 
and much more limited possibilities of an audience; 
when cults and isms were few; when speeches and 
writing had to face the test of calm deliberation and 
thought; when time-tested precepts and literature 
formed the basis of man’s conduct, and directed his 
individual conscience. We now have the “mass ap¬ 
peal,” and so on. Individuals have given way to 
herds. 

Nowadays the sound and fury, the continual vol¬ 
ume of mouthing threaten to destroy the very pos¬ 
sibility of cool judgment. We would all be the better 
for a “soundless week.” 

Most Canadians are agreed that this is the time 
to initiate a mass movement of people westward 
across the Atlantic. But the way the Department of 
Labor Is handling the Polish war veterans now in 
Canada as immigrants, will do much to turn the 
Canadian people against a policy of immigration. 
Poles in the Calgary area has been thrown into 
This newspaper has disclosed that the placement of 
chaos because of the agitation of Polish Canadians 
already established in the country,-and because of 
the failure of the Department of Labor to make the 
Poles stick by their contrasts. They were signed in 
good faith by the Poles themselves, and by scores of 
farmers in this district.'Now the Polgs have got the 
notion that their promises can be broken and their 
contracts ignored. Canada needs immigrants, but 
if they are taught to have no respect for their own 
word and for that of the government, they will soon 
be worse than useless.—Morning Albertan.

Played Santa Claus 


Season's Greetings 


In the Calgary Eye Opener of 
January 12, 1912, Bob Edwards 
lifts the veil from his past to 
tell of the time he played Santa 
Claus at Cheyenne, Wyoming. It 
was an experience so bitter and 
so shocking that never after¬ 
ward could he be Inveigled into- 
innocent family parties at 
Christmastlde. He didn’t know 
what he might be let in for. The 
Wyoming debacle occurred in 
1887, but never after that time 
did he accept a Christmas invi¬ 
tation to share in a touch of 
home life. . . 

This is Bob Edwards’ own story 
of why he was no social butter¬ 
fly, especially round Christmas. 
This unveiling of the past ap¬ 
peared In the Calgary Eye Open¬ 
er of January 12, 1912—Here it 
is— 

We know without being told 
that many people wonder at the 
hermit life we pursue in Calgary, 
as many invitations are declined, 
though with tlur accustomed 
delicacy. It is our experience, 
(perhaps distorted by memory) 
that we get invited out when 
somebody has to be the goat— 
and we are it. 

We got cured of this social 
evening business as long ago as 
1887, back in Wyoming. We re¬ 
sided there for several years 
raising horses with our brother 
on Horse Shoe Creek, a tributary 
of the North Platte, 130 miles 
from Cheyenne. 

As our horses ran the range 
all winter looking after them¬ 
selves we were able to spend 
those winters comfortably in 
Cheyenne. It was a wide open 
city with plenty of fun. 

It so happened that we were 
acquainted with some fine peo¬ 
ple and could spend many an 
evening at their beautiful homes. 
Otherwise we’d have been in 
Moyer’s Gambling Saloon. One 
recommendation for these ev¬ 
enings was that no matter how 
high the cultural level at the 
start, the function generally 
sank to the level of poker. We 
were Invariably the goat and 
thus a popular guest. 

The day before Christmas in 
1887 an invitation arrived from 
George Morgan, manager of the 
Wyoming Hereford Association, 
to come round that night. In 
his note he said that he had 


We could see what it was all 
leading up to and to make a 
long story short, he plied us with 
wine till we began to see Santa 
Claus in a favorable light. Iii 
fact we wanted to be Santa 
Claus and felt we could drive a 
herd of elephants on a gallop 
through a grave yard. 

After a-while we went down 
to the livery stable, retiring to 
a box stall where a corps of 
helpers padded us with pillows 
and bales of hay, and glued 
white whiskers on our fpce. Then 
they hitched up the mules. 

The minute we saw the mules 
we turned cold sober. They didn’t 
like the reindeer disguise any 
better than we relished our 
whiskers. They were trying to 
switch the antlers off their 
heads, and their tails were go¬ 
ing peevishly. But we were 
hoisted into the sleigh and given 
the reins. The mules were off 
like a shot and away we went 
a galloping. 

The stores were all lit up and 
everyone was on the streets. The 
mules were getting madder with 
every Jump. Pretty soon they 
began kicking, with pieces of 
wood and iron burying them¬ 
selves in our whiskers. We were 
padded to an enormity that per¬ 
mitted no action. Then the 
mules swung down a side street, 
striking a lamp post* and upend¬ 
ing us in a snowdrift. The sound 
of mules faded into the night. 

In the meantime a great 
crowd began gathering round us 
acting as if it was funny. No 
one inquired as to our identity 
but insisted that Santa Claus 
must be taken to the Inter Ocean 
hotel and revived for further 
journeying. After that all is 
blank. 

We do remember wakening 
next morning in a bedroom, still 
attired as Santa Claus. John 
Chase, the proprieftor, entered 
to sodthe us with the word that 
it- was the greatest Christmas in 
Cheyenne history. He reported 
that the mules were all right, 
but what of Bob Edwards. Where 
was he? 

This incident, which occurred 
long ago, still burns like a living 
flame in our memory. We ac¬ 
cept no more invitations to be 
a part of a little home gather¬ 
ing. The moat innocent occa-

Re Veterans’ Allowance 


NEW YEAR’S EVE 


R & S MOTORS 


Department ot Veterans’ Af¬ 
fairs answered the ten questions 
most frequently asked by Al¬ 
berta veterans about Awaiting 
Returns Allowances. 

Q. What is the final date that 
application may be made for 
awaiting returns allowances? 

A. December 31, 1947, unless 
discharge was subsequent to 
January 1, 1946, in which case 
application may be made within 
'one year of date of discharge. 

Q. Are there any exceptions to 
this regulation? 

A. Yes. A man who qualifies 
under/ VLA may make applica¬ 
tion-^Ithin one year of his quali¬ 
fication. 

Q. What is the maximum per¬ 
iod a veteran may receive await¬ 
ing returns? 

A. For his period of service 
or fifty two weeks, if service is 
over a year. This period is re¬ 
duced by any time spent in re¬ 
ceipt of out of work, temporar¬ 
ily incapacitated or training al¬ 
lowances. 

Q. May a veteran who has re¬ 
ceived awaiting. returns allow¬ 
ances in connection with his 
business, sell out and reapply in 
connection with a new business? 

A. Yes. But before he may 
receive any further allowances 
he must wait the period of time 
he was previously on awaiting 
returns allowances, or the length 
of time the profit on ^ the sale' 
would carry him at prevailing 
allowance rates. 

Q. May a veteran re-apply 
for awaiting returns allowances, 
having once been discontinued? 

A. Yes. At the discretion of 
the Rehabilitation Board with 
all facts of the case at hand, 
further allowances may be 
granted within the entitlement 
period. . t 

Q. Is a veteran eligible for 
awaiting returns allowances if 
he qualifies for the business and 
professional loan and uses ljis 
re-establishment credits in his 
business? A 

A. Yes. Neither this loan nor 
re-establishment credit affects 
entitlement to awaiting returns 
allowances. 

Q. May a veteran take voca¬ 
tional training through DVA and 
on completion of his course, and 
on entering business for himself, 
be considered eligible for await¬ 
ing returns allowances? 

A. Yes, providing the maxi¬ 
mum entitlement was not used provide for them, 
for the training course, the bal¬ 
ance may be used for awaiting 
returns allowances. 

Q. How many veterans have 
received the awaiting returns al- 
on one delegate for each 20 mem¬ 
bers. 

2. That the election of the offic¬ 
ials of the proposed amalgamated 
oudy be carried out by the dele¬ 
gates at the open convention. 

3. That the policy and program 
be decided by the dogates. 

If this proposed plan Is accepted 
by the A.F.U. convention in ses- 
v sion r it is to be presented to the 
U.F.A. Tor their consideration.

A. 7,220 have been discontin¬ 
ued ahd of-sthis number 89% 
have been conidered “Estab¬ 
lished**. 

Q. What is the average period 
of time the^established veterans 
have received awaiting returns 
allowances? The average cost 
per veteran? 

A. The average period of time 
is 36 weeks, and the average 
cost $450.00.

For over' 25 years Canadian 
consumers have been in the selfish 
and rigid grip of an absolute but¬ 
ter monopolar During all that per¬ 
iod they have been denied a whole¬ 
some, cheap and nutritious substi¬ 
tute, available in ev.ery other civil¬ 
ized country.

Apparently both big and little 
businesses couldn’t resist the 
temptation to hog every advan¬ 
tage when price controls were 
removed. Prices soared In many 
staple lines and the Ottawa 
authorities have found it neces¬ 
sary to re-lmpose price controls 
on quite a wide list of commod¬ 
ities. Generally speaking we are 
opposed to controls, but where 
the necessity arises we do not 
hesitate to endorse them. Ap¬ 
parently business has not yet 
learned its lesson, and human 
greed is Just as rampant as It 
ever was. 

tatlon services have greatly helped 
icleased patients and it is hoped 
to have a full-time rehabilitation 
officer next year. Travelling ex¬ 
penses have been provided for 
three -or four of our tuberculosis 
doctors, enabling them to visit 
other centres to benefit more pa¬ 
tients. This costs 32600 a year, 
The educational program is a big 
item, and the purchase of books 
and periodicals for libraries is an¬ 
other item. 

“In trying to raise $125,000-this 
year, we have a big program. Our 
mobile units will soon have to be 
replaced. Valuable lives are at 
stake. Give us the tools, and we'll 
finish the job.
